LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

A  total  of  458  books  were  added  to  our  library  in  1966. 
New  ones  were  added  through  our  usual  purchasing  plan,  and 
we  took  advantage  of  the  book  sale  at  Tildens.  Many  donations 
of  excellent  books  were  made  by  the  following:  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Towns,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McHoul,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Saltz,  Mr.  Potts- 
berg,  Mrs.  Tillson,  Lois  Wright,  Anne  Cookman,  Ruth  Maine, 
Winifred  Schmitz,  Florence  Cooper,  Hedda  Acdan,  the  Keene, 
Fitzwilliam,  and  Moultonboro  Libraries.  Circulation  figures 
are  Children  fiction  1572,  non-fiction  795  for  a  total  of  2367, 
and  Adult  fiction  1128,  non-fiction  446  tor  a  total  of  1574. 

In  order  to  better  accommodate  the  school  children  our 
afternoon  hours  have  been  changed  to  Mondays  instead  of 
Wednesdays.  The  evening  hours  remain  the  same  as  before. 

Movies  are  currently  being  shown  once  a  month.  The  films 
are  about  wildlife  and  travel  in  Canada  and  are  borrowed 
from  the  Keene  Library.  The  projector  is  loaned  to  us  by  the 
Bookmobile  Office  and  is  operated  by  Dale  Johnson.  The  Gil- 
sum  Home  has  made  use  of  our  borrowing  policy  with  the 
Keene  Library,  and  has  borrowed  records  and  large  print  books 
for  their  patients. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Lois  Wright  who  has  been 
a  great  help  in  preparing  and  arranging  books  for  the  shelves.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

One  of  the  first  activities  of  the  year  was  the  observance,  in 
April,  1966,  of  National  Library  Week.  Mrs.  Dale  Johnson  and 
Librarian  Betty  Pratt  accepted  appointments  in  charge  of  the 
observance.  A  costume  contest,  with  prizes,  was  conducted  for 
pupils  in   the  first  to  sixth  grades. 

For  the  second  time  the  Library  sponsored  a  Rock  Swap, 
which  was  held  in  Gilsum,  June  25  and  26,  with  the  Recre- 
ation Committee  taking  responsibility  for  promotional  activi- 
ties. The  net  proceeds  from  the  Rock  Swap  and  from  sale  of 
mine  maps,  $163.87,  are  being  used  for  completion  of  binding 
back  issues  of  National  Geographic  magazines  from  1915  to 
1966. 

The  Gilsum  Library  received  a  grant  of  $100.00  from  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  for  reference  books,  during  the  year  1966. 

A  new  book-case  was  added  during  the  year.  A  typewriter, 
needed  especially  for  cataloguing,  was  also  added  to  the  Library 
equipment. 

Movies,  of  travel,  scenery,  animal  life,  etc.,  are  being  shown, 
without  charge,  on  one  Friday  evening  of  each  month,  with  at- 
tendance of  about  20  to  30. 

Because  of  low  demand  for  its  services  from  June  15  to  the 
reopening  of  school  in  September,  the  Library  was  closed  on  Fri- 
day evenings  during  that  period. 

The  rules  regarding  borrowing  were  liberalized  so  that, 
under  appropriate  conditions,  a  borrower  may  have  more  than 
two  volumes  at  one  time. 

Work  of  cataloguing  the  Library  books  continued  through 
the  year. 

L    was   found  necessary   to  obtain   storage  space   to  relieve 

the  congestion   in  the   Library,   resulting  from   the  acquisition, 

partly  by  gill  and  partly  by  purchase,  of   158  books,  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  held  nine  meetings  during 
the  past  year. 

One  meeting  was  held  with  Walter  Nelson,  the  head  of 
the  Soil  Conservation  Commission  for  Cheshire  County.  In- 
formation was  obtained  for  making  a  soil  map  of  the  town  of 
Gilsum. 

Work  on  the  town  maps  are  well  under  way;  the  aerial 
photo  maps  are  completed.  A  base  map  at  the  same  scale  as 
the  aerial  map  is  completed.  Also  completed  are  a  topographical 
map  and  a  bedrock  map,  these  are  also  made  from  the  base 
map  at  the  same  scale.  At  the  present  time  work  is  being  done 
on  a  property  lines  map. 

This  commission  is  asking  two  hundred  dollars  as  a  work- 
ing fund  for  this  coming  year  to  carry  on  with  the  maps  and 
to  start  new  projects.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people — those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  war- 
dens, fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged 
drought,  made  one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent 
years.  Despite  a  very  dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working 
together,  have  substantially  reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in 
19(55  to  595  in  1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state-town  organ- 
ization jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  pre- 
vention, training  and  suppression  with  dedicated  per- 
sonnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program  and 
your  individual  effort   in   practicing  fire   prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement. 
Major  problems  are  still  with  lis;  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of 
cigarettes;  (2)  the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish; 
(3)the  failure  of  woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  completely 
extinguish  their  brush  burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish 
camp  fires;   (5)  unsupervised  children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be  pro- 
tected. In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area  and 
restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres — a  fine  testimonial  to 
the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our 
forest  fire  control  organization. 

1.  II  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are 
not  issued  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  except 
on  rainy  days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to 
dispose  of  rubbish  is  at  your  authorized  town  or  muni- 
cipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure   all   discarded  smoking  material    is   out. 

3.  Don't    leave   a    live   camp   or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important — Instruct  your  children  that  matches 
are   not  play   things.

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REPORT   OF   THE   GILSUM   REPRESENTATIVE 
TO  THE  MONADNOCK  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

This  year  the  report  will  be  brief,  but  it  is  interesting  to 
make  a  comparison  of  our  present  school  status  with  that  ol 
1959.  In  that  year  we  educated  a  total  oi  137  students;  106  in 
grades  1-8  at  the  local  school  and  31  went  to  high  school  in 
Keene.  Recall  at  that  time  we  did  not  pay  lor  transportation 
lor  those  students. 

This  past  year  there  were  a  total  of  194  Gilsum  students  in 
the  Monadnock  Regional  School  District.  At  the  local  school  in 
grades  1-6  there  were  96  students,  and  at  the  High  School  in 
Swanzey  there  were  98  students  in  grades  7-12. 

The  school  budgets  in  these  years  were  for  1959  a  tax 
assessment  of  $2 1,295. 00  For  1966  the  amount  raised  by  taxes 
lor  schools  was  $25,380.00.  This  means  that  the  assessment  for 
schools  has  risen  only  $4,000  in  7  years!  It  further  means  that 
the  cost  to  the  Gilsum  taxpayers  lor  each  student  is  about 
$134  this  current  year!  So  although  we  all  feel  the  burden  of 
taxes  on  our  local  property,  we  are  receiving  substantial  help 
from  the  state,  $56,800,  in  all,  of  which  $46,800  is  Foundation 
Aid  and  $10,000  is  from  a  special  bill  which  gives  aid  to  the 
"twenty  neediest  towns,"  of  which  we  are  the  "neediest."  So 
we  all  can  be  thankful  for  the  funds  that  are  available. 

However  we  cannot  rest  at  this,  because  there  is  a  real  need 
for  the  State  to  assume  a  larger  role  in  supporting  education 
in  towns  which  are  in  effect  "bedroom  towns,"  with  little 
industry  or  business  to  provide  a  tax  base.  The  Foundation  Aid 
Law,  on  the  books  lor  a  number  of  years  has  never  been  more 
than  50%  funded.  If  the  law  were  completely  funded  so  that  all 
towns  making  more  than  the  $14.00  per  thousand  tax  effort  in 
support  of  schools  were  completely  backed  by  State  funds, 
Gilsum  would  find  the  taxes  eased  by  $19.12  per  thousand. 

The  costs  of  education  are  rising  faster  than  the  property 
value  of  our  town.  We  are  holding  more  students,  who  used  to 
"Drop-Out"  ai  a  rate  of  50%,  through  high  school.  These  stu- 
dents are  going  to  require  more  technical  education  to  hold 
good  jobs  in  the  industries  and  offices  in  this  area.  The  slate 
should   be   in    a   position    to    lund    the   laws  on    the   books  to  ease 
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ihe  property  tax  burden,  but  to  date  it  has  been  unwilling  to 
vote  laws   that  would  make   this  possible. 

What  is  needed  of  course  is  a  broad-based  tax,  not  for 
education  specifically,  but  lor  relief  of  the  property  tax-payer. 
For  this  reason  I  urge  you  as  tax  payers  and  voters  to  look  into 
this  matter  and  urge  your  Representative  and  Senator  to 
Tight  for  a  broad-based  tax  this  session.  Politically  speaking 
the  rural  voters  will  be  "bucking"  politicians  from  the  Cities 
who  have  a  large  tax  base  and  are  indifferent  to  tax  problems 
of  the  rural  areas.  This  is  our  only  assurance  that  we  will 
be  able  to  keep  our  schools  in  condition  to  do  the  good  job 
they  are  doing  with  our  students.
